that the society held a grudge against 
the See Yup's and the latter society 
suspect* the Sam Yups of committing 
the crime. 


It 1* a custom when one Chinese so- 


ciety holds a grudge against another 
for the aggrieved society to attempt 
to murder the oldest member of the 
unfriendly society at the beginning of 
the new year. 
Gee Sing Toy, wa* the 


oldest member of the See Yups in this 
city and as a consequence fell a vic- 
tim to the opposing faction. 


There was a great deal of excitement 


In Chinatown last night and the angry 
members of 
the two societies 
ore 


sharpening their hatchet* for the pur- 
pose of carrying on the battle of re- 
venge. 
The celebration of the New 


Year is carried on by other Chinese lit 
the regular manner, but the Chinese 
Interested In the death of Gee Sing Toy 
have given up their

THE ANNEXING OF CALIFORNIA 


T 


HERE Is a growing feeling among several counties on 


the eastern slope of the Sierra now a part of Cali- 


fornia that their interests are more bound up in the state 
of Nevada than to the-state to which by an imaginary 
line they are compelled to pay allegiance. The counties 
of Alpine, Inyo and Mono to the south and Sierra. Plu- 
mas, Lassen and Mbdoc to the north are geographically 
a part of Nevada. Following natural boundaries the* sum- 
mit of the Sierra Nevada should be the dividing line be- 
tween Nevada and California, 
There is absolutely no 


community interest between the people of these counties 
and the state to which they are arbitrarily attached. In 
order to visit their capital the people of these counties 
are compelled to travel a circuitous route through Reno 
to get to Sacramento. Their industries consist princi- 
pally of mining, gramlng, farming and dairying and prac- 
tically all their markets are In Nevada. There exists 
absolutely no reason, except It be one of pure sentiment, 
why they should not be made a part of Nevada. 


There was a time, not long ago, when Nevada was in 


the "dumps" and with a decreasing population with 10 
prospects for the future no inducements could be offered 
to the isolated people of California for n change of alle- 
giance. But now it Is vastly different. The recent phe- 
nomenal discoveries in the southern portion of Nevada 
has attracted the attention of the world to what Is perhaps 
the most wonderful mineral zone on earth, markets have 
been created which It will tax these counties to supply. 
Where once was miles of desert waste new communities 
are springing up on every hand and where one dollar Is 
received from California by the counties of Inyo on.l 
Mono, thousands will be received from Nevada. 


It IB not probable that our sister state of California 


will take kindly to the Idea of divorcing a portion of it* 
territory, but It would seem that n concerted effort on 
the part of the people effected would result In a change of 
boundaries that would not effect California appreciably 
and- would be of Inestimable benefit to the people moat 
concerned and tp the .state to which, the territory belongs 
by right of natural physical conditions. 
While Nevada 


was on the down grade the Initiative In such a move could 
not well be taken by Nevada, but recently an agitation has 
been set on foot with this object In view by the people of 
the southern counties of California and the present legis- 
lature should take steps to assist them by every proper 
means In the attainment of their desires. The legislature 
could very properly memorallxe the California legislature 
by a Joint and concurrent resolution asking for a confer- 
ence with the representatives of that state and the matter 
discussed In its various lights. 


With a readjustment of the boundary llne« between the 


two states would come a peaceable settlement of disputes 
now exlstlnc with reference to water rights. As It Is now 
the headwaters of many of our streams He In California 
and neither state has exclusive Jurisdiction over the wa- 
ters. The pollution of the streams In California and the 
destruction of the flsh have already been the subject of 
investigation by the legislatures of the two states, but 
•wing to the complications caused by Joint ownership, 
•othlng at lasting benefit has resulted.

DEPLORABLE condition Is Indicated by the state- 


ment that the Salvation Army Is preparing to 


provide breakfast for 70,000 school children In New York. 
who have been going hungry to school. While it is eml- 
a*ntly proper that provision be made for these children. 
'tt Is very doubtful whether the New York system of mak- 
ing them medlcants dependent upon the 'charity' of a pri- 
vate religious agency such as the Salvation Army. Is the 
best plan of meeting the emergency. 
The1 system which 


prevails In Paris of furnishing free meals to pyblic school 
children Is vastly superior, because it Is conducted in a 
manner not to humiliate the child or Invite invidious 
comparison between pupils. 
Under the French system 


meals are provided by the municipality at a stipulated 
rate of which all pupils may avail themselves. 
These 


meals are paid for by the pupils In metallic checks, which 
the parents of the pupils who are able to pay. purchase. 
and which are issued after proper Investigation, free 10 
parents who are not able to purchase them. So the child/ 
ren of Indigent parent* as well as those of the well-to-do. 
who ileslre to avail themselves of these public lunches, 
l>:iy for them In the same manner. This saves the pupil 
from the Indignity of being regarded by his fellows a un 
Indigent. In the administration of such matters this coun- 
try can learn some valuable lessons from France.

WINDSOR. Vt. Feb. 3—Mrs. Mary 


Rogers, whose case attracted attention 
throughout the country and stirred 
Vermont as no other murder case ev- 
er did In the criminal annals of the 
state, wa»-'hanged In the state prison 
here at an early hour this afternoon. 
The execution, which took place In a 
small room of the prison set apart for 
that purpose was In charge of Sheriff 
Peck of Bennington County, In which 
county Mrs. Rogers' crime waa com- 
mitted. 
The oak gallows and stout 


hempen rope were thoroughly tested 
before the execution and every precau- 
tion taken to prevent a mishap. Mm. 
Rogers remained stoical to the last, 
though she talked freely to her spir- 
itual adviser with whom she passed 
her last hours and who accompanied 
her to the gallows. By order of tho 
Prison Board all newspaper men were 
excluded from the death chamber. The 
only persons admitted were the prison 
officiate and the witnesses required by 
law. 


Mrs. Rogers' crime was the murder 


of her husband, Marcus Rogers, at 
Bennington, August 31, 1903..This waa 
not the first attempt that had been 
made on the husband's life. Mrs. Rog- 
ers was married at the age of six- 
teen and tired of her husband some 
three years after her marriage. At the 
time of the murder she was living 
apart from Rodgers. For some little 
time her name had been conected with 
that of a man In Benlngton. It was 
stated that she wanted to marry him 
and brooded over the fact that her 
husband wan the only bar to the mar- 
riage. She also wanted $500 Insurance 
which Rogers carried. 


On August 30. 1903, Mrs. Rogers, then 


living In Bennington, sent a note to 
her husband at Hooslck Falls asklnK 
hltn to come to Bennington the next 
night as she wanted to see him. The 
following night about 9 o'clock Mrs. 
Rogers met her husband In the Ben- 
nlngton-publlc square. The two walked 
up the rood for about a quarter of a 
mile to the banks of a little stream 
which flows nearly through the cen- 
ter of the town. When they arrived 
there both sat down on the banks of 
the brook. 


They had been there but a short time 


when lx?on Perham. a young man with 
whose family Mrs. Rogers was board-

But at 6 o'clock 
the next morning Mrs. Rogers 'ap- 
peared at the police station in Ben- 
nington, weeping and walling, and beg- 
ging that they send some officers with 
her to search for her husband. Inas- 
much as most of the officers knew Mrs. 
Rogers and also that she hod not been 
living with her husband for about two 
years and had not been with him they 
wondered why she should be so solic- 
itous at this time. 


But Mrs. Rogers begged for the aid 


of the police and finally several officers 
accompanied her in a search for the 
missing Rogers. Mrs. Rogers sugges- 
ted that they look along the brook be- 
cause she thought It was a likely place 
for her husband to commit suicide. 
Hardly had the officers Arrived at the 
brook than they found the body of 
Rogers. 
His hands were tied behind 


his Just as Perham ' had tied them. 
When Mrs. Rogers saw the body sho 
Indulged in a passionate burst of grief.

As soon as the knot was tied Rogers 


I endeavored to slip It off but with no 
such success as his wife had had. 
Finally Mrs. Rogers put her 
arms 


around his neck, drew his head down 
In her lap and kissed him and whis- 
pered: 
"I knew you 
couldn't 
get 


away." 


Then she drew from her waist a 


bottle of chloroform and spilled it on 
her handkerchief pressed It to her 
husband's face. "A little perfume I 
bought for you, Mark" she said. The 
dull and stupid Rogers never compre- 
hended the game. When he realized 
he was sinking Into unconsciousness 
he attempted to make a struggle. Mrs. 
Rogers suddenly changed her tactics. 


"Jump on him, L*on" she said, and 


young Perham sprang ,up and put 
his whole weight on Rogers' chest. 


The moment the officers saw the 


man's hands tied behind his back the 
whole plot stood revealed to them. 


Perham and Mrs. Rogers were tried 


and convicted, the former being sen- 
tenced to life Imprisonment, while Mrs. 
Rogers received the death sentence. 


After her conviction Mrs. Rogers 


also confessed to the murder of her 
baby. She picked It up by the heels 
and dashed Its brains out against a 
stone wall and then threw the body 
In an old well. When the body was 
found the woman said the baby fell 
Into the well. In her confession made 
after she knew she must die on the 
gallows, the woman said she killed the- 
baby because she was desperate, pen- 
niless and the child was 111 and had no 
medicine.

WASHINGTON, D. C. Feb. 3.—Dr. 


B. L. Scharf of Washington today Is- 
sued a signed statement In answer to 
the allegations made by Senator Bard 
of California before the Bub-commltte 
of the Senate committee on Indian Af- 
fairs, that Dr. Scharf when trying to 
have appropriations for the Catholic 
Indian missions extended two years 
ago, tfled to Influence the Senators 
action by promising certain political 
support. 


Dr. Scharf says: 
"Senator Bard's statements even If 


they were absolutely 
accurate, lost 


force by reason of the long time he al- 
lowed to elapse before bringing the 
charges. 
He waited until the Legis- 


lature of California discovered that ne 
was not the right man to represent 
that State In the Senate. 


"When I appeared before the sub- 


committee two years ago Senator Bard 
should have denounced me then and 
there. If he really thought that the 
propositions that I made to him were 
Improper. 
But not he. There was 


something doing 
In California 
an«l 


Bomethlng still to be done." 


Continuing, Dr. Scharf says that he 


told Senator Bard that no member of 
Congress could be attacked by the A. 
P. A. for any vote conscientiously cast 
for the measure that Dr. Scharf was 
urging without publicity and that if 
the Catholics were Introducing reli- 
gion Into politics he did not wish to 
see that particular representative suf- 
fer.He says that Senator Bard, two 
years ago, Informed him that he was 
a Presbyterian and that his church 
was opposed to receiving government 
money for the support of Its schools. 


"He failed to tell me, however," de- 


clared Dr. Scharff, "that the Presbyte- 
rian missions had received their share 
of the contract 
appropriations since 


the Inception of contract system. All 
Protestant denominations had receiv- 
ed such appropriations, but after th«y 
withdrew, and Catholic missions were 
beneficiaries they affected holy horror 
at the Idea."
